And the Duty Raised on Some Artictes and 
Lessened on Others—The Bill Re- 
ported to the Committee. 


WasuiIncton, March 31.—[Special.]—Ma- 
gor McKinley and his. republican  asso- 
ciates delivered the “McKinley tariff bill’’ 
*“Gnto the hands Of the full committee this morn- 
4ng. The dill was not framed to pass, and that | 
fact must be constantly borne in mind. It is 
made for an ostentatious display, but with no 
gerious purpose of ultimate enactment into 
law. When the bill first miscarried ten days 
ago, and got into the public prints, it drew the 
fire of the interests affected injuriously, and 
McKinley and his colleagues began their great 
erawfish act. They straddled, squatted and 
dodged, and when the interest would not be 
appeased in any other way, retreated from that 
position. At the very last moment the com- 
mittee restored the duty on hides. They at 
first placed the duty at ten per cent per pound, 
but oppositiomfrom thé New England shoe 
and boot manufacturers was so intense that 
they placed hidés on the free fist, but today, 
when the bill saw the light ‘im its completed 
form, a ity of ‘fifteen per cent 
was imposed Bn hides. The New England 
representatives are incensed, and make no 
attempt at concealing their indignation at 
what they term McKinley’s bad faith. 

A BOUNTY ON RAW SILK. 

A bounty has also been placéd on raw silk, 
“to protect’? a few cocoon growers in this 
country. All thé way round the tircle ‘‘pro 
tection” is plastered. The agricultural pro- 
flucts, of which there are no exports, are lay- 
§shly protected. The duty is raised on wool, 
and the wool manufacturers are compensated 
by a correspondingly increased duty on woolen 
goods. Every interest is “protected” by the 
§nterest of the people and the reform of the 
tarriff to which the republican party stood 
pledged, consists in increased duties on the 
necessaries of life, removing the excise tax on 
tobacco, and a heavy cut on sugar. The Dill 
will sow seeds of discontent, which will ripen 
for the sickle*in the November elections. 
The republicans are not satisfied with 
the bill, and assert that it is full of 
inconsistencies and patchwork from beginning 
toend. Ex-Speaker Carlisle and the demo- 
crats on the committee have decided to pre- 
sent a substitute bill in order to show the peo- 
ple by contrast the republican and democratic 
position on the tariff. The bill will hew close 
to the line of the Mills’s bill, 

THE FEATURES OF THE BILL. 

Chairman McKinley presented. the _ re- 
publican ‘tariff bill. The minority will be 
allowed teri days in which to offer amend- 
ments and prepare their views upon the Dill, 
and such amendments as may be made _ before 
the bill is reported to the house. The bill ac- 
cording to Chairman McKinley,will effect a re- 
duction of $45,000,000 in revenues. 

Since the publication in these dispatches, 
nmbout two weeks ago, of an abstract of the 
tariff bill, some changes have been made in the 
dutiable section. These, in addition to changes 
of importance in the existing law, not specified 


at that time, are indicated below. 

Castor oil is reduced from 80 to 50 cents 
per gallon; cotton seed oil from 25 to 10 cents. 
Schedule C, metals, allows pyrites containing 
more than twenty-five per cent of sulphur to 
ertter free, and prohibits allowance for moist- 
ure. Other important changes in this sched- 
ule—railway iron, tin plate and wire fencing— 
have already been noted. Penknives and 
pocket cuttlery (now fifty per-cent) show a 
sharp increase to from 12 cents to $2 per dozen 
aud fifty per cent. 

In the wooden schedules, timber is cnt fifty 
per cent. Sawed white. pine boards ($2 per 
thousand) is placed at $1.50, and the safeguard 
against export duties on logs is proyided to 
equal the excess in that duty. 

Sugar stands, as already noted, at thirty-five 
per cent below No. 16, and forty-five per cent 
above that number, which amounts to a fifty 
per cent réduction on some grades, and more 
than that on others. Molasses, above fifty-six 
degrees,is placed at twenty-five por cent with a 
safeguard against an export duty—(present 
duty eight cents a gallon)—cigars, cigarettes 
and cherootts (now $2.50 per pound and 
twenty-five percent) are placed at $3 and 
twenty-five per cent. 7 

The clause fixing duty on leaf wrappers 
{now unstemmed 75 cents, stemmed $1 a 
pound) establishes rates of $2 and $2.75 re- 
spectively, and has a proyiso that if any por- 
tion of the bale is suitable for wrappers the 
entire bale shall pay wrapper duty. 

The liquor schedules remain substantially as 
at present, with the addition of effevescent 
mineral waters, natural and imitation, which 
are made dutiable at 25 cents and 50 cents a 
dozen bottles, according to size. 

Cotton manufacturers ate practically as 
fixed as in the senate bill of the last congress. 
In the hemp, flax and jute schedules, cables, 
cordage and twine, of manilla, including bind- 
inig twine (now 2} cents), is made 14 cents a 
pound. - Hides have finally been placed upon 
the dutiable list, at the rate of fifteen per cent. 
ad valorem, with a proviso allowing drawback 
on exported goods made from imported 
hides equal to the rate of duty paid. 

The following dutiable schedules and free 
lists in the bill are administrative sections 
mainly reiterative of the existing law. The | 
internal reyenue provisions make up. the re- 

‘mainder of the measure. They abolish all 
specigl taxes upon dealers in ltaf tobacco, 
Gealets in tobacco, manufacturers of tobacco 
and cigars and peddjers, but these persons are 
required to register their names and addresses 
asat present. All restrictions upon tobacco 
growers in regard to the sale of their tobacco 
are also removed. ae 

The tax on smoking and manufactured to- 
bacco and suuff is reduced from eight to four 
cents a d. Provision is made for a rebate 
to manufacturers and dealers on original fac- 
tory packages of smoking and manufactured 
tobacco and shuff, cigars, chérootts, and Gigar- 
ettes, held at the time the law goes into effect, 
of the full amount of reduction made by the 
Dill.

ADDITIONS TO THE FREE LIST. 

Following are additions to the free list: 
Acids, used for medicinal, chemical or manu- 
facturing purposes, not specially provided for; 
analine salts, any animal imported specially 
for breeding purposes, articles in a crude state, 
used in dyeing or tanning, not specially 
enumerated for in this act; fish, the produce of 
American fisheries; jute, jute bttts and all 
other textile grasses -or fibres, vegetable 
shbstances, unmanufactured or undressed, 
net specifically provided for in __ this 
act; natural mineral waters and all mineral 
waters not effervescent or artificial, and nat- 
rs and periodicals, 
as herein used, shall be undetstood to ethbrace 
only unbound or paper-covered publications, 
containing current literature of the day and 
issued regularly at stated periods, as weekly, 
monthly or quarterly; paper stock, pulp of 
grnevee and poplar or other woods, free only to 

€ converted into paper ; potash,crude or ‘‘black 
salts,’’ chlorate of potash, nifrate of potash, 
or saltpeter, crude, sulphate of potash, crude. 
Rags, all not otherwise specially provided for 
in this act, soda, chlorate of sponges, sulphur 
or brimstone, crude, in bulk.

Braids, plaits, 
plats, laces and similar manufactures suitable 
for making or ornamenting hats, bonnets and 
hoods, composed of straw, chip, grass, palm 
leaf, willow, osier or rattan, bristled, raw chic- 
ory root, raw, dried or undried, but unground ; 
coal tar, crude, and pitch of coal tar. Dande- 
lion roots, raw,dried or undried ; but unground. 
Floor matting, manufactured from pound or 
split staw, including what is com- 
monly known as Chinese matting, 
currants, zante or other dates, fruits, green, 
ripe or dried, not specially enumerated or pro- 
vided for in this act. Glass plates or disks, 
rough cut or unwrought, for use in the manu- 
facture of optical instruments, spectacles and 
eye-glasses, and suitable only for 
such use. Ivory and _ vegetable ivory 
not sawed, cut or otherwise manu- 
factured (the present provision reading ivory, 
unmanufactured) moss, 5ea weeds and vége- 
table substances, crude or unmannfactured, 
not otherwise specially provided for in this 
act. Needles, handsewing and darning. Nut 
oi], or oil of nuts not otherwise specially pro- 
vided for in this act. Olive oil for manufac- 
turing or mechanical purposes unfit for eating 
and not otherwise. provided for inthis act. 
Ottar of roses, spermacati, whale and other 
fish oils of American fisheries, and 
all other. articles produced of such fish- 
eries. Opium, crude or unmanufactured 
and not adulterated, scontaining nine per 
centum and over of mg phia. Ores of nickel, 
seeds, anise, canary, cSraway, cardamon, cor- 
iander, cotton, common fennel, fenugreek, 
hemp, hoarhound, mustard, rape, St. John’s 
bread or bean, sugar beet, bulbs and bulbous 
roots not edible, and all flower and grass seeds 
not otherwise specially providod for in this 
act. 

Paintings in oil or water colors, being the 
professional production of the painter and 
artist only, and statuary, cut, carved or other- 
wise wrought by hand from solid block or mass 
of marble or stone, and being the peeerencnal 
production of the sculptor only, and not other- 
wise especially provided for in this act. 

The Clause permitting free entry of articles, 
the growth, . produce. or 
of the United States, after havy- 
ing been exported, is amended by 
providing that it shall not apply to articles 
which have been advanced in value or im- 

roved in condition by any process of manu- 

acture or other means while out of this 
country. 
PLUMB’S AMENDMENT DEFEATED’ 

Senator Plumb’s amendment to the de- 
pendent pension bill, now under consideration 
in the senate, was defeated today by a vote of 
nine to forty-six. This amendment was. one 
providing for the appeal of the limits to the 
arrears of the pension act. This amendment, 
if carried, would have involved an addition to 
the persion expenditures of about four hun- 
dred millions of dollars. So appalling were 
these figures, that such noted blatherskites, 
in connection with pension  législa- 

jon as Chandler, Spooner and other of their 

associates, could not stand it. The 
few republican senators who voted for it 
were tliose whose political aspirations are con- 
nected with prospective elections. The nine 
senators voting for the proposition were Alli- 
son, @ prospective candidate for the presi- 
dency ; Ingalls, whose contintiance in the sen- 
ate is threatened by the Farmers’ Alliance; 
Hipple Mitchell, of Oregon, who is soon to ap- 
pear for renomination; Senator Plumb, the 
author of the amendment; Senator Quay, who 
is particularly anxious for an extravagant 
expenditure of the public money in order that 
ahigh tariff may be maintained; Senator 
Sherman, whose presidential aspirations are 
not yet dead; Senators Voorhéés and Turpie, 
of Indiana, who are both being pressed hard by 
the Indiana soldiers, and Manderson, of 
Nebraska, whose Tate increase in pension, 
through the genérosity of Commissioner Tah- 
ner, has made him particularly sensible to 
pension appropriations. However, the repub- 
licans of the senate could not stand soextrava- 
gant an expenditure at the présent time. The 
republican party is now hedging on pénsions, 
and beginning to exert itself with new born 
zeal in behalfiofthe farmer. Four hundred 
million dollars, at one swoop, was a little too 
much to add to a bill carrying only thirty-six 
million dollars originally.

FRYE’S WARNING. 

Mr. Frye regretted that the amendment was 
before the senate, not that it placed him in a 
position where he had to vote for it or against 
it, but because he should regard its adoption 
asa terrible menace to the soldiers of the 


country. He had held fora long while, and he 
had undertaken to show it in his addresses 
to bodies of soldiers in his own state, tamt 
there was a pace too rapid, altogether for their 
welfare and for their good—there was danger 
of overleaping, in the matter of pensicas. 
When Mr. Cleveland commenced to veto pen- 
sion bills, the democratic party ratified what 
he did, and not only the democratic party but 
many of the business men in the repu tion 
party, too. He said tothe senators who were 
pressing the amendment, that they were im- 

eriling the truest interests of the sol- 

iers and were creating prejudices 
against pensions. .If the amendment were 
adopted, and. the bill enacted into a law, 
soldiers who looked forward toa service pen- 
sion bill would look in vain. He dared not 
vote for a proposition that, he believed, would 
be absolutely destructive to the best interests 
of the soldiers, and he should be compelled to 
vote ‘‘no’’ on the amendment. 

Mr. Hawley expressed his personal obliga- 
tion to Mr. Frye for telling the serious 
truth in the matter. He did not be- 
lieve that the American soldiers 
asked for the amendment. He wonld 
stake his political standing on the assertion 
that, out of any 500 old soldiers there would be 
found a majority against. Headlong extrava- 
gance would bring men into power who would 
stint and squeeze and deny the soldier. There 
was a limitin the matter of oo legisla- 
tion. He appealed to every old soldier to be 
reasonable and just. The American nation 
had certainly not been stingy. * Pension ex- 
penditures for next year would amount to 
nearly $130,000,000. No nation in the world 
had ever mr ge oes for its soldiers a sum 
that cou compared to that. He 
begged the old soldiers to remember 
that the objection of getting into another war 
would be, not the cost of carrying it on, but 
the consequences of it; and he also asked them 
to remember that those enormous sums of 
money came out of the pockets—very largely-— 
of people as poor as themselves. 

GENERAL GRANT ON PENSIONS. 

He told an anecdote of General Grant on the 

occasion of his last visit to the capitol. With 


his characteristic modesty he 
out of the chamber and 
in one of the cloak rooms 
where almost every senator visited him. 


He sat with the accustomed cigar, and talk 
freely on every ‘question introduced. He agit’, 


that on his way te the capitol a clergyman 
came to him, asking him to sign a memorial 
asking that every man who had ever been a 
prisoner of war should be pensioned. He had 
told the clergyman that he ought to beina 
better business; that there were all kinds of 
prisoners—some who let themselves be caught 
easily, some who had the stomach ache, 
or a sore toe, when the battle was in the 
air, and who were caught by asquad of rebel 
cavalry; and some who were caught ahead of 
the skirmish line. Some of them had a good 
rest, and were all the better for being prison- 
oners. ‘‘I will tell you,” said General Grant, 
‘‘what I would do if I were president. I 
would sign any reasonable bill to relieve the 
distress of an honest old soldier, or of his 
widow or children; but I would not vote one 
dollar to able-bodied men.’’ 

‘‘That last expression,’’ said Mr. Hawley, 
“sank into my memory. I live up to that. 
That is my platform. Ido not believe that 
——— asks me to add $500,000,000 to the 
debt of the republic. The theory of a pension 
is that it takes care of aman who is today a 
sufferer by reason of his service in the army; 
but not that it shall go back ten or fifteen or 
twenty years (when a man did not apply for a 
pension), and pay him five or six or ten thous- 
sand dollars. If we are going to spend $500,- 
000,000, it would be better to divide it pro rata, 
and not throw itaway at random. Aim as 
sharply as you can at actual necessities, and 
take care of the old soldiers; but do not be 
stampeded by claim agents. Do exactly what 
you think is. generous and right, and the 
country will sustain you in it.”’ 

THE AMENDMENT DEFEATED. 

After further discussion, Mr. Plumb’s 
amendment was réjected.

The Relief Committees Busy at Work Reliev- 
‘ing the Destitute—A Water Famine 
Probable—The Relief Fand. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 31.—No more miss- 
ing reported. It is believed the total killed 
has been made known. The injured are re- 
ceiving every attention. No deaths have oc- 
curred since yesterday, although the condition 
of several are extremely critical.. The Knights 
of Honor yesterday made a careful canvass of 
their membership in the ruined district, and are 
taking steps to give permanent felief. The 
water supply is running very low. 

Every effort is being made to complete a 
temporary standpipe, and it will be finished 
by Wednesday. Before that time—probably 
by tonight—the city will be almost entirely 
without water. Strong appeals are being made 
for all to observe the strictest economy in its 
use, but do not seem to be effective. 

Enough water will be reserved as protection 
against fire. The total subscription now 
amounts to $48,000. This, added to $20,000 
from the city, makes $68,000 at the disposal of 
the relief committee. 

The ruins are stild under police . All 


the streets are no'y open, and the electric cars 


are runing. Business everywhere will be re- 
sumed today. . 

The Kentycky legislature has ad ed

IN THE TRACK OF THE STORM. 

A Hartford, Ky., special says: A messenger 
from the Bike neighborhood, who came to 
town Friday morning for physicians, reports 
that the house of Farmer Gidcomb, of that 
neighborhood, was blown down, killing 
two children and 580 “ages. and in- 
juring the remainin ve per- 
sons in the house that one was 
reported to be dying and the others suffering 

th broken limbs and internal injuries. 

In this. neighborhood the track of the storm 
was one-half a mile wide and every house was 
damaged, most of them being leveled to the 
earth, and large tracts of timber are flattened 
down, much resembling a field of tall grass 
after a hard rain. 

An Owensboro special says that at West 
Louisville, Davis county, not a business house 
was left standing, and but one dwelling can be 
seen. Only one person was killed, a little 
negro boy. The lossin West Louisville is es- 
timated at $100,000 

THE SNOW FALLS, 

It has been snowing here since early last 
evening, and this, it is feared, has 
greatly damaged goods in the tobacco 
district, much of which could 
not be protected against the inclement 
weather. The snow has also interrupted the 
work of repairing, which was actively pushed 
yesterday and has otherwise inflicted hardships 
on the fhomeless The relief eommittee is 
doing all in their power to render aid. 

The river is already at such a height that 
injury to thé pumping station at the water- 
works could not be repaired and so long as the 
fleod . continues nothing can be done. Presi- 
Gent Long has issued another warning to the 
consumers and estimates that the reservoirs 
now barely hold three days’ supply for the 


CiLy. 

The last of the dead were laid away today. 
The largest subscription for the relief fund was 
made by the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
this morning. Ten thousand dollars is the 
amount. The worst result of the wet is not so 
much an additional injury to property and 
goods as in suffering to ill-protected people. 

LIVING IN TENTS. 

Scores of families are sheltered only by 
hastily put up boards or Canvas and they 
are wet and cold. Thanks to generous and in- 
telligently conducted relief there is plenty. 
Food and hunger is not now among the mise- 
ries. Much has been done during 
today for relief, and much more 
is being done to-night. Relief committee 
agents are actively supplying protection from 
the weather as fast as possible. The most 
needy are first supplied. 

On Main street signs have been put upin 
many partly wrecked stores that orders will be 
filled as usual arid business has been resumed 

WHAT THE MAYOR SAYS. 
In an interview with the Associated Press 


today, Mayor Jacobs said: 

‘‘We have now recovered about all the 
bodies of those who were destroyed by the re- 
cent tornado, and I am thoroughly satisfied 
that the total] number of those who were killed 
outright, and those who will die from wounds, 
will not reach one hundred and fifty.

GIANT POWDER EXPLODES. 
Thirteen Persons Miied and Injured 
t. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala,, March pedi cial. ]— 
A magazine of giant powder exploded in a 
coal mine at Coalburg, ten miles from this 
city, this afternoon, with terrible results. Six- 
teen colored convicts were ina room close to 
the one where the powder was stored. Thir- 
teen of them were injured, six fatally. Four 
are reported dead already, and others cannot 
live till morning. The timbers of the mine 
were shattered and considerably damaged. 
Giant powder was used by the miners, and a 
quantity of it was always kept stored in a 
room down in the mine. A. boy went into 
the magazine to get some powder, 
and it is supposed fire from his 
lamp caused the explosion. About four hun- 
dred pounds of giant powder was stored in the 
room. The explosion shook the ground above 
the mine, and the dull, rumbling noise was 
heard several miles away. About four hun- 
dred convicts are worked in the mines there, 
and fora time the explosion created a panic 


among them. Thei njured and dead have all 


been gotten out of the mine, but owing to the 
absence of a telephone or telegraph connection 
between Coaiburg and the city, their names 
have not been ascertained.

“GEORGIA'S SHAME” | 


Is WHAT JOURNALIST JOHN C. 
KLEIN 


€alls the Penitentiary System—He Writes 
an Interesting Letter Which 


Produces Talk. 


Mr. John C. Klein, the brilliant and enter- 
taining correspondent of the New York World, 
has a five column letter, profusely illustrated, 
in his journal of Sunday, in which he deals 8e- 
verely with the Georgia convict system. 

The Chattahoochee Brick company comes in 
for the lion’s share of the abuse. 

Mr. Klein has had a most varied and inter- 
esting experience since he entered journalism, 
and has dealt with as many sensations as any 


anember of the press. : 

Thirty days ago, about, he came to Georgia 
with a valise full of instructions from bis man- 
aging editor to scrutinize the state convict sys- 
tem and to give the World an accurate pen 
picture of his discovery. Mr. Klein carried 
out his instructions faithfully and completely. 

But in so doing he made one mistake. 

That mistake wasin accepting the word 
of an ex-convict, one of the most desperate 
men in the south, as trustingly and credulously 
ashe would the word of a man of standing. 
When Mr Klein reached Georgia, so he says in 
his letter, he at once ascertained that it would 
be impossible for him to work at any advan- 
tave if he disclosed his identity, beeause, as 
he says: 

“The lessees and their friends throughout 
the state would immediately take alarm and 
adopt such steps as would make personal visits 
to the different camps for the purpose of get- 
ting at the inside facts entirely unsuccessful. 
I therefore decided to assume a fictitious 
name, taking that of ‘J. C. Kendall.’ I repre- 
sented myself as being connected with the 
‘New York Electric Light company,’ (a 
mythical concern) and announced that I in- 
tended visiting the coal regions-ef the state in 
gearch of a hitherto undiscovered variety of 
mineral carbon, which was usually found con- 
tiguous to coal veins, and which was_ being 
searched for in different parts of the United 
States, and was to be substituted for vegetable 
carbon now used in the manufacture of incan- 
descent light.’’ 

Then as Mr. Kendall, the journalist, began 
his work—and his work is carefully and_hap- 
pily laid before the public in his letter—by in- 
vestigating the Chattahoochee river camp 
eight miles from Atlanta. In the inception of 
his work he called at the Atlanta office where 
he made himself known to Captain J. W. 
English, president of the company. Of the 
¢aptain and his associates, Mr. W. B. Lowe, 
Mr. G.W. Parrott and Mr. R. S. Rust, he 
Speaks very kindly and complimentary. In- 
troducing himself as Mr. Kendall he applied 
for a pass into the convict camp. 

‘Tl met.’’ says Mr. Klein, in his letter, ‘‘Cap- 
tain J. W. English and W. B. Lowe, another 
aember of the firm. Captain English isa 
millionaire, having made a fortune out of the 
lease system, and gives liberally to religious 
and educational institutions. Both he and 
Colonel Lowe, always on their guard, were at 
first very suspicious of my request, and asked 
me many questions concerning my business 
visit to Georgia. In afew minutes they evi- 
dently became reassured, for they not only 
gave me a pass, but asked me to look around 
the camp forthe purpose of making an esti- 
mate as tothe cost of putting in an electric 
motor to replace the dummy engine which they 
used to haul the clay from the pits, three 
miles away, to the brick kilns.” 

Then Mr. Klein tells about his trip to the 
orickyard, and his meeting with Mr. Wood- 
ruif, stperintendent of the camp. Mr. Wood- 
ruff is, in addition to the superintendency, the 
whipping boss, and no one has authority to 
apply the lash in that — Mr. Woodruff. 
Escorted by the whipping boss, or superintend- 
ent, Mr. Kiein was shown through the camp. 
He saw the convicts at work, and with the 
quick observation of a news-gatherer secured 
occular pictures of events others would 
mot have thought of. He detected 
and faithfully described the convict suit, the 
doubie chains worn by the desperate convicts, 
the single chains worn by those less desperate 
and the freedom of the trusty. There he saw 
the appliances used in punishing the convicts 
and to his descriptive words adds a picture of 
the whip, the whipping boss at work and the 
bare-backed convict receiving the punish- 
men. Mr. Klein then goes on to describe the 
convict building which he says is the cheapest 
and crudest possible to construct. 

Then as Mr. Klein is atthe camp a convict 
is discharged. 

This Mr. Kleinfsees, and like the journalist 
he is, he sees an opportunity to gather from 
that convict stores he could not secure from 
those still wearing the stripes and chains. 

With a cunning, acquired only by his profes- 
— Mr. Klein learns the convicts name and 

is home. 

Then he walks across the country to the 
convict broom factory at Bolton, where he sees 
the women at work and where he goes he gives 
to each a half plug of tobacco. 

But in neither camps did Mr. Klein find an 
opportunity to converse with a convict out of 
the hearing of a guard. 

Soon after leaving the camps, he went into 
Haralson county, the home of the discharged 
convict whose name is Brown. There he 
found his man, but Brown declined to be inter- 
viewed, except at the muzzle of a shotgun. 

And Brown wanted to hold that gun. 

And he did. 

Brown pointed the gun at Mr.'Klein, and 
told him to ask all the questions he wanted. 

**But,’’ went on Brown, ‘‘I suspect you are 
an officer who wants me, and if you move a 
step nearer, or try to draw your pistol, I’ll kill 
you. Now, ask your questions, stranger.’’ 

Mr, Klein explained his mission and then 
Brown began saying ; 

“IT had rather be hung than serve another 
five years in the penitentiary.”’ 

Then he went on to abuse the camps, saying 
that the convicts were starved, frozen to death, 
beaten to pieces and abused like brutes. 

Out of all this Mr. Klein made a story of 
which any journalist might be proud. 


--But it made several parties angry. 


When the World reached Atlanta yesterday 
it went off like hot cakes and was soon the 
talk of the town. 

Captain English, Mr. Parrott, Mr. Lowe and 
Mr. Rust joinedin the talk. They read the story 
more carefully than any one,and then in unison 
remarked: 

_ “He has taken the word of a convict for it.” 

**But how much truth is there in it?’ they 
were asked. 

*“‘Not one particle,’ said Captain English, 
“the buildings he describes as poor and cheap, 
are strong, warm and clean, and have been in- 
spected by grand juries, legislative commit- 
tees and county commissioners for years. 
Those delegations have never found them any- 

‘hing but good.”’ 

“When that man came here for that per- 
snit,’’ putin Mr. Parrott, ‘‘we were satisfied 
he was not what he said, and we all took him 
for a crook. 

« ‘A crook ?”’ 

“Yes, a crook. We have a white safe blower, 
a twenty-year man, out there about whom no 
one knew anything, and we all took an idea 
that this man wented to get there to aid him 
in an escape. We all thought that.” 

“He talks there about convicts being 
whipped so bad,’”’ said Mr. Rust, “why there 
is no truth in that and Brown knows he is 
lying. The whipping boss is appointed and 
he don’t dare touch a man without a thorough 
cause. Why only twice in the history of the 
Georgia penitentiary. and the records show it, 
has the blood about which he talks been 
drawn. Then we have here asworn report 
that man must make once a week of the 
whippings. It gives the date, the name of the 
Convict, the number of licks and the cause.” 

And,’*said Mr. Lowe, “he writes about the 
meaiti:e convicts get. Let me show you some- 
thing. The jaw compels us to give each con- 


_» “Vict two pounds of fresh meat twice a week— 


that’s four pounds a week. Then we must 
“he each man three-quarters of a pound of 
n each day. Now, lets see what that 
amounts to. Four pounds a week of fresh 
for fifty-two weeks is 208 pounds.

Co_umBvus, Ga., March 31.—[{Special.]—On 
Saturday night, within two miles of Troy, a 
tragedy was enacted which cost two of the 
participants their lives. Bad blood has been 


existing between a set of negroes who are 


known as the Love gang, and a set of whites at 
Troy, Ala., for some time. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE FEUD. 

The first origin of the feud was caused by 
David Wilkerson, a merchant of Troy, who 
tried to collect a bill due him from John Love. 
Failing to receive a settlement, he abused 
Love terribly, and left. Next day Love sent 
for Wilkerson,and as he approached, Love 
met him with a Winchester rifle, cursed, 
assaulted and abused him. 

That night the friends of Wilkerson repair- 
ed to Jones’s house, armed with guns, and 
tried to force an entrance to the negro’s house, 
and after failing to do so fired a shot in the 
doors and windows. Since that time, some 
six weeks ago, Love and his negro friends have 
been making threats and defying all arrests. 
The sheriff of Troy and his deputy left Troy 
late Saturday evening to arrest John Love for 
his assault upon Wilkerson. 

THE FIGHT ENSUES. 

When he arrived at the place where Love 
lived, he met him and arrested him, and as 
he was preparing to bring Love to town, the 
mother of the prisoner interfered, and in an 
instant Wallace and Neal Love, Jack Segars, 
aud Edmund Stigars appeared with Winches- 
ters, and liberated the prisoner. The sheriff 
aud deputy returned today, secured a posse 
and attempted to capture Love. When they 
arrived, a large crowd of negroes had gathered 
and a general fight ensued, in which the father 
of Jchn Loye was killed, and John Love 
wounded. Jack Stigars and Edmund Stig- 


gars, colored, captured and locked up in Pike , 


county jail. 
EXCITEMENT RUNS HIGH. 

Excitement ran high, and vengeance was 
vowed by the negroes. Tom Loye, the fathet 
of the outlaw who was shot, diéd this morn- 
and it seems to have re-kindled the thirst for 
blood. Great apprehension is felt, as it is ex- 
pected thata sortie by the blacks will jibe 
made tonight.

A number of kegs of 
beer and a still were the booty. Owing tothe 
Sickness of Smith’s family he was allowed to 
remain at home.

He Arrest a Countryman in Carroll County, 
and Then Runs Amuck—The Effect of 
a Blue Coat on a Fresh Man. 


CARROLLTON, Ga., March 31.—[S pecial .]— 
Policeman Anderson, of Atlanta, has got him- 
self into some trouble. by some of his doings 
near this city. He came down from Atlanta 
Saturday evening, and hired a horse and bug- 
gy here to go to Bowden. He was pret- 
ty ful of corn juice,” so the re- 
port is, and out several miles from 
here he met a man named Terrell in the road. 
Anderson imagined that he ought to arrest 
somebody, so he ordered Terrell to throw up 
his hands, and Terrell, who was badly scared 
of Anderson’s pistol, threw up his hands 
quickly. 
THE HANDCUFFS BROUGHT OUT. 

Anderson alighted from his buggy ar” 
handcuffed Terrell and started on 
with him. His reckless driving 
soon got Anderson into trouble, for a wheel of 
his buggy came off, and he fell out. Inthe 
scuffle, Terrell got away, and Anderson had 
his clothing nearly torn offof him. Terrell 
ran home screaming, and nearly scared out of 
his wits.

A number of men went out 
to where Anderson was trying to get his buggy 
in ship shape, and inquired of Anderson why 
he had Terrell under arrest.

Anderson was prevailed upon to take off 
the handcuffs, and Terrell came to town for 
a warrant for his arrest. The arrest, however, 
was not made, and Anderson left this evening 
for Atlanta.

THE FRUIT TREES KILLED. 


The Prospect in the Fruit Region Around 
Hogansville. 


HOGANSVILLE, Ga., March 31.—[Special.]— 
It looks now like our section will have to learn 
to live without the great luxury of fruit for 
some time tocome. Although at this late date 
for peach and other fruit trees to bloom, hardly 
a bloom is to be seen. Suchan unprecedented 
occurrence has caused many farmers to exam- 
ine their orchards where dead trees, limbs and 
twigs greatly in the majority of live ones are 
found to an alarming extent. The judgment 
of our most experienced and aged citizens is 
that there is not a sound, healthy peachtree to 
be found in the country, and the trouble is not 
caused by the severe frost of a few weeks 
since, but the trees show undoubted decay for 
months, continuing since last spring and sum- 
mer, and the cause as yet wholly unexplained. 
To look over our peach orchards now, the last 
days of March, with no more signs of budding 
than in December, is certainly unattractive 
and depressing. Not only has this defect 
shown itself with the peachtrees, but every 
other variety of fruit.

SENSATION AT THE 
UNIVERSITY. 


CREATE A 
STATE 


Chancellor Boggs Expels One and Puts 
Others Under Discipline, Which Arouses 
the Whole University to Protest. 


Atuens, Ga., March 31.—{Special.]—Spring . 
time having come, and the usual spring fever 
having affected the university students, in 
common with all other young men, there have 
been several fights in the last few days among 
them, and affairs on the university campus 
look pretty mixed. 

It all came about in this way, according to 
the statement of the young men involved. A 
few days since a member of the junior class 
was arraigned by his classmates on the charge 
of cheating in examination. The charge speci; 
fied that he had copied from his book in an ex-. 
amination under Chancellor Boggsin the de- 
partment of logic. The class appointed two of 
its members as prosecuting attorneys, and two 
as attorneys for the young man charged. The 
trial took place before two members of the 
university faculty, and evidence was intro- 
duced on both sides of the question. The 
opinion soon was formed that trouble was 
brewing, and that fights were in the air, 
and Saturday afternoon verified that opinion. 
The young man accused and his friends were 
greatly incensed at the accusers, and vice 
versa, and it did not take much to stir up @ 
bad feeling between them. 

THE ANGRY STUDENTS MEET. 

At 4 o’clock two of the opponents met each 
other on the campus, and forthwith had an 
encounter, which lasted for several minutes, 
at the expiration of which one said he had 
enough. During the progress of the fight one 
young man attempted to stop it, but was 
pulled off by another, and then these two had 
it out, one saying he wanted to stop the fight, 
and the other saying that he wanted to see 
fair play to both sides. The victors 
and vanquished in the encounters retired 
to their rooms, and applied Pond’s extract and 
raw beef pretty freely. 

Meanwhile, at Mitchell’s bridge, another 
couple were having the satisfaction of pom- 
melling each other in the face. 

This couple consisted of the accused student 
and one of the prosecuting attorneys. It ended 
soon and they started back towards town, only 
to meet an army of vehicles, which had started 
to the scene of the fracas. They arrived too 
late for the fun, and all came back and took 
in a ride through the town. -By this time feel- 
ing was running pretty high. Each student 
knew how his sympathies ran, and had taken 
sides in the fuss. Disctasion was rife as to 
who had gotten the best of the affair, but every- 
thing quieted down by night, and it seemed as 
if the whole trouble had ended with three or 
four fights and a few black eyes. 

Sunday morning the belligerant parties came 
forth to church as usual, most of them bearing | 
the marks of the fray, yet conscious of having 
done his best to hold up his corner. 

THE CHANCELLOR’S ACTION, 

This morning, however, when every 
one had congratulated himself on the affair 
being ended, the chancellor stepped into the 
racket with a piece of university discipline, 
which soon set the college talking afresh. 
Two members of the college had been given 
their walking papers. One had been notified 
to leave Athens and the university campus for 
good, while the other was suspended for thirty 
daysand given until nightfall to quit the 
sacred abode of the university. The youn 
gentleman who was expelled was a member o 
the sophomore class and had been engaged in 
a fight on the campus Saturday. The young 
gentleman suspended had fought on Friday, 
and during the fight had drawn his knife on 
his opponent, who was a larger and stronger 
man. 

The other fighters were up before the chan- 
cellor for their different offenses, and ‘werd 
warned that if the offenses were 
ever committed a second time, that 
expulsion would follow. The chancellor was 
very firm in his decision on the matter of fight- 
ing. He said that under no consideration 
should a fight occur on the campus again 
without being punished. He put the students 
on notice that a man should not become en- 
gaged in a fight within the limits of the cam- 
pus, not even in. self-defence, or under any 
provocation. If they wished to settle their 
difficulties with their fists they must get out 
of the campus to do it. 

THE CHANCELLOR COMMENTED ON. 

This morning the action of the chancellor, 
in expelling and suspending these students, 
was the subject of comment both among citi- 
zens and students. Citizens generally agreed 
that the discipline of the university should be 
maintained by the chancellor at all hazards, 
but expressed no opinion as to this occurrence, 
as they were not acquainted with the facts of 
the case. 

Among the students an intense spirit of dis- 
satisfaction ran through everything, and a 
great many at once volunteered to leave with 
the boys, who had been placed under the ban 
of the faculty’s displeasure. The young men 
who had been dropped from. the lists of the 
university, corm themselves right, did not 
leave Athens as bidden, but determined to re- 
main here. They held tirmly to the proposi- 
tion that they should stand to their convic- 
tions and their honor. The one who drew his 
knife on the other was ready to admit that 
fact, but says he immediately shut it up, and 
fought it out with his fists, although he got 
the worst of it. The other who was expelled, 
said he only was seeing fair-play, and struck 
his opponent when he interferred. 

A PROTEST PRESENTED. 

Sothe young men determined to entera 
a valiant protest against the removal 
of their schoolmates, and a 
committee consisting of Messrs. A. C. Wilcox, 
P. L. Mynatt, Jr., A. 8. Harper, J. N. Holder, 
F. C. Shackleford and others waited on Chan- 
cellor Boggs and respectfully laid the facts be- 
fore him. He expressed the utmost willing- 
ness to do all justice tothe young men, and 
appointed a time at which he will hear all facts 
in their behalf, andif he was mistaken none 
would be more willing or ready to remedy 
what had been done. 

This is the state of affairs as gleaned from 
many sources on the campus. 

Chancellor Boggs, when asked to give the 
facts of the case, said that the delicacy of the 
position in which he was placed demanded 
that he should say nothing to the what- 
ever at present. He regretted the . affair, but 
was determined to maintain discipline among 
the students. 

ANOTHER BREEZE. 

At 3o’clock this afternoon the chancellor 
announced to the juniorclass the result of the 
investigation of the conduct of the accused 
member, sayingin substance that the evi- 
dence iutroduced was strong against him, but 
that it was not proper to make him a scape- 
goat for the sins of the many, as more or less 
the whole class were accustomed to look in 
their books before looking at the questions put 
up for examination. ° raised somewhat of 
a howl among the members of the class, and 
outside the room where they had met, there 
were mutterings and evidences of tumult. 
Some suggested entting recitations, others 
holding a class meeting, and others denounced 
the imputation severely. It can be safely said 
that if ever a crowd of men were 
mad, that junior class 
description. hey just 
what to do under the circumstances, and so 
this afternoon they did nothing. ir Wrath 
is stil] smouldering, however, and it may burst 
forth at any moment. 

Late this afternoon two more young gentle- 
men met in the old cemetery, a oy place for 
a fight, and put a few more blac in the 
ring. Itis safely asserted that on sides 

f the difficulty that all thy fights have ended, 
and that satisfaction between themselves has 
been obtained. They are satisfied to let the 
matter drop, and it is believed that in this line 
the matter is finished. But the, faguity may 
have something more to say to the students, 
and it is quite sure that the studentsare dissat- 
pre with the expulsion, and thus matters | 
stand. |

_— 
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Making Paper from Cotton. 

The increasing demand for writing and 
book’paper has made it necessary to bring 
into requisition every material that will 
serve the purpose. The latest and most 
important material so used is the short lint 
gleaned from cotton seed by re-ginning with 
improved machinery. The fibre of this is 
too short for general use in fabrics, and 
heretofore it has been made into batting or 
mattresses. It has been demonstrated, 
however, that every pound of it can be 
utilized In making paper of a good quality. 
On this subject the Boston Journal of Com- 
merce says: 

There is a western company, believed to be 
more or less controlled by those connected with 
the cotton seed oil trust, which has been conduct- 
ing a plant for the last two years for taking cotton 
seed hulls and separating from them the short 
tint that clings to them after the ginning process. 
The clean hulls are converted into a meal, while 
the lint issoldto paper mills, The sale of the 
lint has become an important and growing branch 
of the business. The machinery for obtaining 
these products is very complex and is the result 
of much expense and patientexperimenting. We 
have, for the inspection of anyone who may be 
interested in this matter, samples of the crude 
lint as it is delivered to paper mills, and of the 
fint after it has been bleached at the mill, also of 
two or three grades of paper made from it. The 
texture of the paper, or one grade of it used for 
correspondence purposes, we have had tested and 
find that it compares very favorably with many 
American makes of so-called linen paper. It is 
about half the average strength of genuine linen 
paper. ‘Ihat is to say the breaking strain is thirty 
pounds to the square inch. 

The Journal appears to be somewhat in 
the dark. The re-ginning of seed has been 
going on in the south for some years, and 
the short lint has been regularly sold. The 
mew thing about it is the papermaking. If 
the western mill can send its gleanings to a 
paper mill, so can any cotton seed oil mill 
in the south. But suppose the cotton seed 
oil mills scattered all through the cotton 
belt should join forces and build at central 
points paper mills large enough to work up 
all their short lint into paper? That is a 
step farther and one that may betaken. It 
is a matter worth investigating, and there is 
no doubt but that it will be looked into. If 
the quantity of material and the margin of 
profit will warrant the investment, the man- 
ufacture of fine white paper from cotton 
gleanings is only a question of time. The 
short lint is worth about five cents a pound 
and white paper would be worth ten to 
fifteen. It is only a question of the cost of 


manufacture. 


Tornado Losses. 

The tornado figures, compiled by 
Lieutenant Finley, of the United States sig- 
nal service, for the eighty-seven years end- 
ing with 1887, are sostartling that one feels 
disposed to dispute their accuracy. 

According to Lieutenant Finley, . Georgia 
had during the period covered by his figures 
128 tornadoes, which destroyed property to 
the amount of $56,000,000. 

The lieutenant credits Georgia with more 
tornadoes than any other southern state, the 
next highest on the list being Alabama with 
only 102. He gives Mississippi only forty- 
nine, and North Carolina only fifty-nine. 

There must be a mistake somewhere. If 
Georgia in the past eighty-seven years has 
lost $56,000,000 by tornadoes the outlook is 
rather gloomy, because with the increase of 
population and towns and houses, the storm 
king will have more material to work on, 
and he will do more damage than when the 
state was sparsely settled. 

Frankly, we must say that we do not be- 
jieve in Lieutenant Finley’s figures quoted 
in the Philadelphia Press. We have. our 
share of tornadoes, but they do not destroy 
on an average over $700,000 worth of prop- 
erty annually, nor the half of it.

Emigration and Immigration. 

Professor Smith, of the chair of political 
economy, in Columbia coHege, presents in 
his recent book on ‘‘Emigration and Immi- 
gration,’” an interesting array of facts, fig- 
ures and deductions. It seems - that since 
1820 over 15,000,000 persons have come: to 
this country, and more than half of these 
have come since 1870, Of the 15,000,000 
immigrants 3,386,279 came from Ireland, 
1,529,792 from England and Wales, 312,924 
from Scotland, 4,359,121 from Germany, 
857,083 from Norway and Sweden, 127,648 
from Denmark, 357,333 from France, 160,201 
from Switzerland, and 320,796 from Italy. 

The Germans and Irish are the leading 
elements of this new population, but rela- 
tively the Jrish are decreasing and the Ger- 
mans are increasing during late years. Ina 
review of Professor Simith’s book, the Phil- 
adelphia Press says: 

Taking the birthplace of the father as a test, it 
appeared that there were in the United States; 

4,883,842 persons having German fathers, 

4,529,523 persons having Irish fathers. 

2,039,808 persons having British fathers. 

635,405 persons having Scandinavian fathers. 

939,247 persons having British-American fathers. 

1,321,485 persons having fathers born in other 
foreign countries. 

573,434 persons having native fathers and foreign 
mothers. 

The Germanic influence, it will be seen, is still 
dominant in the formation of our population, and 
the statistics of the foreign born in the tenth cen- 
sus present very much the same picture. Of the 
6,679,443 persons of foreign birth, 1,966,742 were 
born in Germany, 1,854,571 in Ireland, 662,676 in 
England, 170,136 in Scotland, 717,157 in British 
America, 194,337 im Sweden, 181,729 in Norway, and 
106,971 in France. One interesting conclusion of 
the author's is, that less than one-half of the total 
population of the United States are descendants 
of the original colonies. We have, moreover, it 
seems, a foreign population equal to our own, con- 
tributing to our growth by its natural increase. 


Naturally these different races intermarry, 
but not so generally as might be supposed. 
Where there are a great many people of’ one 
nationality they choose mates from their own 
race. Of 10,000 Irishmen in New York, 
9,441 were found to have wives born in Ire- 
land. The same is true of the Germans in 
the eastand the Séandinavians in the west. 

Discussing immigration from another point 
of view, Professor Smith says that the eco- 
nomic gain to usis two-fold. The immi- 
grants themselves have an economic vahte, 
and then there is the money which they 
bring with them. Perhaps the money 
brought here is offset by the amount sent or 
carried back, The value of an immigrant 
himself is supposed to be anywhere from 
$250 to $1,200. Nobody knows exactly 
what it is, 

Some of the professor’s ideas will attract 
attention. He thinks that the foreigners 
among us are not mixing very rapidly. They 
are perpetuating in our midst. their own 
races and their own religions, social and po- 
litical beliefs. The introduction of so many 
discordant elements cannot fail to greatly 
complicate our problems, 

The optimistic view, however, is the most 
popular. In the course of a few generations 
our climate, diet, business, social and politi- 
cal interests will be almost certain to make 
the descendants of the immigrants gennine 
Americans. A people whose ancestors came 
here a century or two ago from every coun- 
try in Europe cannot with a very good grace 
ferice themselves off from the rest of the 
world. There is land enough here for hun- 
dreds of millions of people, and it is* too 
early in the day to set our faces against im- 
migration. When the new comers defy our 
laws and attempt to overturn our free insti- 
tutions, it will be time to object to their 
presence, and if that time ever comes the re- 
public will be able to take care of itself. 


Sergeant Dunn Done For. 

The New Orleans newspapers are making 
it hot for Sergeant Dunn, of the signal ser- 
vice bureau, whose recent wild predictions 
of an overflow in the rivers and general dis- 
aster to that section have alarmed the public 
mind, and operated seriously to the business 
interests of the city and surrounding coun- 
try. The Times-Democrat declares that the 
sergeant is unfit for the office he holds, and 
should be forthwith dismissed and punished 
for the trouble his prophecies have caused. 

There is no doubt that the signal, service 
man has done the people of New ° Orleans 
great injury by his gloomy forecasts, but as 
the universal experience in regard to signal 
service predictions has been that they work 
by-‘*‘the rule of contrary,’’ our New’ Orleans 
contemporaries and the people generally 
should take a hopeful view of things. 

It is astonishing to hear that Dunn’s pre- 
dictions have been believed implicitly by the 
people of the north, who should be familiar 
enough with the operations of the signal ser- 
vice bureau to allow a large margin to its pre- 
dictions, The inference is that they have 
not been paying particular attention to its 
work in the past, hence their credulity. 

“Of course the government weather 
prophets strike it right sometimes; but Ser- 
geant Dunn is evidently a nervous, excitable 
man, and the Louisville cyclone so unset- 
tled his mind, that he rushed into extremes, 
and worked the signal service office for all it 
was worth in prophecies of death and des- 
truction to the country, and soaring to 
heights that Wiggins neverdreamed of. He 
should be looked after.

WARDS DI-

MORE ABOUT THE 
VORCE 8 


Mrs. Edwards Says It Is Her Husband 
Who Does the Drinking, and That He 
Has Beaten Her Severely. 

There is another side to the Edwards divorce 
case. 

Yesterday Toe Constitution printed the 
allegation contained in the bill of the plaintiff, 
Grant F. Edwards, as filed in the superior 
court Saturday. 

Of course, Edwards, the fifteen thousand 
dollar lottery prize winner, painted his side 
of the case as brilliantly as possible in his pe- 
tition fordivorce. 

Yesterday, Mr. Hugh Duncan, Mrs. Ed- 
wards’s nephew, called at THz CoNnsTITUTION 
office to give the wife’s side of the case. 

“My motive,” said Mr. Duncan, “is 
to see justice done, and to let the 
public know just what the true condi- 
tion of affairs is. Mrs. Edwards is 
my aunt, and, as far as the charge of her 
being addicted to the abuse of intoxicating 
liquors is concerned, I have never seen her 
under the influence of any sort of liquor in my 
life, and I have seen her almost constantly for 
twelve years past. 

“Besides this, she is now living with her 
cousin, Mrs. Sarah Johnson, at 105 Magnolia 
street, a neighborhood in which sheis well 
known ; in fact, among people with whom she 
has associated for the past five years, and any 
of these will willingly testify that the charge 
is utterly false. Mrs. Johnson said to me to- 
day, when she saw the charge as published this 
morning, that she had never seen Mrs. Edwards 
under the influence of liquor, and that they 
had been constant companions and friends 
since they were fifteen years old. 

**Then it seems strange, as my aunt indig- 
nantly said, that Mr. Edwards had been thirty- 
three years in discovering that she was ad- 
dicted to drink. The fact of the matter is, 
the charge has no foundation whatever, and is 
only made to deter Mrs. Edwards from bring- 
ing her husband to justice for his inhuman 
cruelty to her. 

‘You see, itis the old man that does the 
drinking, as can be easily proven, or as is 
plainly evident to all who see him on the 
treets. 

“As I said, 


this charge was made 
to frighten Mrs. Edwards, for 
not long ago he beat her  s60 
brutally that her friends and her physicians 
advised her to institute proceedings for 
damages against him. Edwards heard of this 
I suppose, and filed his suit to frighten her 
and prevent her from carrying out this inten- 
tion. But he has not frightened her, though 
he nearly killed her, and I believe any jury in 
the world would give her any amount of dam- 
ages if they could just see the pitiful condition 
he has left her in. 

‘‘The whole thing is the outcome of one of 
the old man’s protracted sprees. About a 
month ago he and Mrs. Edwards went to Flor- 
ida, and she says that he was drunk from the 
time they left Atlanta till they got back, after 
about a week’s trip. My aunt took charge of 
his watch and money to keep him from losing 
them or being robbed, and when they got back 
home the old man, who was still drunk, got 
mad. He beat Mrs. Edwards till she was al- 
most dead, nearly breaking her arm and ter 
ribly bruising her body and face. Fora while 
the doctors, who had been called to attend 
her, thought she would die, and,in fact, she 
is not yet out of danger from the unmerciful 
beating. 

‘Since this occurred she has not lived with 
him, but was taken from her home im West 
End to her cousin’s house, Mrs. Johnson. 
She is there now, unable to move about the 
house, and only sits up very little and then 
against her doctor’s advice. 

“There is just this aboutit. Tho suit and 
charge in it were brought to keep Mrs. Ed- 
wards from bringing him to justice, and she 
told me today that he had already decided to 
withdraw it. But she does not want the suit 
withdrawn, butis satisfied that he will be 
severely reprimanded by the court when it 
comesup. Certainly he can never expect to 
get a divorce, knowing, as he does, that he 
has no ground at all, but that the complaint is 
on the other side.”’ 

Mr. Duncan says that the above is given at 
the request of Mrs. Edwards, his aunt.

“It is a fact known to the Georgia shippers, 
however, that most.of, the ‘arbitraries’—rates 
fixed by roads that won’t pro-rate with us--- 
north of the Ohio are not much, if any, in ex- 
tess of the eight mills per ton per mile rate 
given by us. 

“It’s only in the west and northwest that 
the heavy rates are encountered. 

“Tam hopeful that this, though, will be rec- 
tified eventually. The argument we have ad 
vanced to them is a good one—that our season 
is practically over before theirs begins, and 
there is really no competition with their home 
markets. Our season cpens from the 7th to 
the 12th of June, andis over in sixty days. 
Then their season comes on after ours is 
closed.”’

& MORE VEDDDMENY 


ADDITIONAL LIGHT ‘THROWN ON 
THE MERCANTILE BANK FAILURE 


J.H.& A. L. James Summoned to Answer 
for a Portion of the Assets Alleged to 
Have Been Depositedia Their Banh. 


The Tolleson, or Merchantile Banking com- 
pany case, has taken 4 new turn. 

A suit to recover some $6,500 of the assets, 
alleged to have been deposited in the James 
bank before the Mercantile ‘wént urider, was 
filed in the clerk’s dffice yesterday. 

Messrs, N. J. & T. A. Hamrhond bring the 
bill, as attorneys for the Citizens’ National 
bank, of Louisville, Ky. 

The caption of the bill reads: “The Peoples’ 
Savings bank and others against the Mer- 
cantile Banking company and others. 

The Citizens’ ‘National bank is a party plain- 
tiff to this bill, and the paper filed yesterday 
amends the original soas to make J. H. & A. 
L. James, bankers, and Henry C.-Underwood, 
parties defendant. Mr. Underwood is con- 
nected with the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
way company in Atlanta. 

In substance, the new amendment filed yes- 
terday alleges that on the >6th day of January, 
1889, the Mercantile Banking company re 
ceived from the Citizens’ National bank, of 
Louisville, paper for collection, amounting to 
$6,100, which was entrusted to Cashier 
Richards, of the Mercantile Banking company, 
for collection. 

Further, it is claimed that Richards deposit- 
ed this paper with J. H. & A. L. James, 
taking therefor certificates of deposit payable 
to himself. On that day Mr. Charles Northen 
was appointed receiver for the Mercantile 
Banking company. 

Proceeding, the bill says that after James’s 
bank closed its doors that day, January 26, 
1889, Richards had these certificates changed to 
the name of J. I. 8. Lester, who held them 
till February 7th, when Henry C. Underwood 
became the payee of the certificates of deposit, 
originally given Richards in acknowledge- 
ment of the paper of the Citizens’ National 
bank placed in the James bank. 

There were four or five of these certificates 
payable to Henry C. Underwood, of equal 
amounts. 

The plaintiffs further allege that nothing 
has been paid on these certificates except a 
few hundred dollars recently paid at the re- 
quest of J. R. Tolleson, president of the Mer- 
cantile Banking company, who is now, as is 
generally known, confined in Fulton courity 
jail, charged with contempt of court. 

An injunction is prayed for against the con- 
tinuance of the present state of affairs, and the 
court is asked to cancel the certificates of 
deposit in favor of Henry C. Underwood, and 
require J. H. & A.L. James to pay the 
amount thereof over tothe court in favor of 
the claim of the Citizens’ National bank, of 
Louisville, Ky.' 

The case will come up for hearing before 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke next Saturday, and 
some rather sensational’ developments are 
likely to be made. 

One of the grounds to be taken is that the 
defendants, J. H. & A. L. James, were aware 
of the fact that they had funds belonging to 
the assets of the defaulting Mercantile Bank- 
ing company, and that they are amenable to 
the law foryefusing to produce them upon the 
mandate of the court, 

lt is also claimed that Mr. coun positively 
denied having deposited with him any of the 
Mercantile assets, but that the fact was he had 
the paper mentioned of the Citizens National 
bank, which was deposited by J. M. Richards, 
cashier of the defunct concern, and for which 
he had issued certificates of deposit therefor, 
in his (Richards’s) own name. 

Another interesting feature of the case is 
this: Ifthe court decides that J. H. & A. L. 
James are to pay the amount of these ceftifi- 
cates held by Underwood into the court, either 
for the benefit of the Citizens’ National bank 
or for the pro rata benefit of all the creditors, 
the question will naturally arise asto who 
will lose the money represented by the certifi- 
cates, the holder, Mr. Underwood, or the 
James bank. 

It is likely that the hearing will bring out 
a state of affairs herétofore not considered. 

Developments will be awaited with interest. 

Argued in the Supreme Court. 

The Tolleson case came up for agsument yes 
terday in the supreme court and great efforts 
were made by the counsel on both sides to con- 
vince the justices of the legal points at issue. 

Judge Hopkins with Messrs. B. H. Hill and 
R. T. Jordan appeared for Tolleson and Col- 
onel Ben Abbott N. J. and T. A. Ham- 
mond and Fulton Colville appeared for the 
creditors. 

Judge Hopkins made an exceedingly strong 
plea for his client, which was highly compli- 
mented by everybody who heard it.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, March 31.—The stock market to- 
Gay was the dullest in years, and although the 
prevalence of general opinion that there will be 
mo April money scare this year had the effect of 
making the market firm, there was no feature in 
the dealings outside of special movements in two 
or three stocks.
